Meteors and Comets. _ 
During the past few weeks “no 
fewer than three new comets have 
been discovered. Of these, 
Comet Reid is now too far south 
to be observed in this country. 
As it is still approaching both the 
earth and the sun its brightness 
may be expected to. increase, and 
it should’ be an. interesting object 
for southern observers. Comet 
Orkisz is now a circumpolar 
object, and therefore is visible 
throughout the night, It is 
gitanted to -the south of the 
constellation Cpepheus, and id 
wr easterly direc-' 
tion towards Cassiopeia. It is of 
the - seventh . magnitude; and 
therefore readily visible in small 
telescope. Comet Schain, situat- 
ed to the south of Leo, is too faint 
to be easily seen. It will prob- 
ably remain visible to very power- 
ful telescopes for two years, and 
its chief point of interest Hes in 
the fact that when it makes -its 
nearest approach to the sun next 
August its minimum distance 
will be . greater’ than the 
minimum distance of any other 
known comet.—i‘Scotsman.”
